Shade of trees often presents a 
problem more difficult to solve be­ 
cause grass must compete with the 
stronger roots of the tree. Here the

If the lawn soil Ls alkaline, K en­ 
tucky 
bluegrass .should constitute 
a large percentage of the seed m ix­ 
ture; if the soil reaction is neutral 
or acid, more of the bent grasses 
should be included. 
Lime should be applied only where 
the soil Ls known by accurate tests 
to be strongly acid. Lime is not a 
fertilizer and should not be used as 
such.
